A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Waters (5,979,067). 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Waters 
as set forth in previous Office actions. 

4. Claims 3 and 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Claims 11-16 are allowed. 

6. Applicant's arguments filed June 29,2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant argues that (1 ) while the rear plate 51 of Waters does 
pivot about an axis extending through thru-bolts 81 and 82, the rear plate does not 
move simultaneously in a direction transverse to the axis defined by thru-bolts 81 and 
82, (2) the axis about which the rear plate 51 pivots does not move in any direction 
when the rear plate 51 pivots, and it is therefore technically impossible for the rear plate 
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of Waters to simultaneously pivot about the thru-bolts (the heel-toe axis) and move 
transversely to that axis. This is not persuasive because the suggested use of booster 
plates 55 and 55' by Waters provides the capability to move the heel support in a 
direction transverse to the heel-toe axis simultaneously with the pivoting around the 
heel-toe axis, based on the thickness of these booster plates. 

Applicant also argues that Peterson '989 does not overcome or otherwise 
address the above-described deficiencies of Waters '067. But, to the examiner, the 
alleged deficiencies are not present in the Waters patent.
